Oslo, Norway, Nov. 22 —{/PI—Po- 
lice announced today they recov- 
ered 2G bodies from the wreckage 
of a Dutch plane which had car- 
ried 28 Jewish 
refugee 
children 


and seven adults. The police said

London, Nov. 22 —(/P) —Who says 


Princess Eizabcth is sole heir to 
the throne of England? 
' Not the law, the British 
Law 


Journal declared today. 


It said Princess Margaret, Eliz- 


abet's younger sister might have 
just as good a claim in court. 
The Journal suggested that they 


might even have to be enthroned 
as co-queens upon the death of their 
father, King George VI.

Washington, Nov. 21— Eighteen 
state legislatures by formal res- 
olution have requested congress to 
call a convention to start amend- 
ing the constitution to limit the 
income tax to 25 per 
cent. 
The 
estate tax and the gift tax 
also 
would be held to 25 per cent. Since 
their ratification of this 
restolu 


tion, the legislatures 
of 
Illinois 
and Iowa have revoked their ac- 
tion, leaving the score at sixteen 
states still on the side of limila 
Lion. 


They are: Wyoming, Rhode Is 
land, Mississippi, Maine, 
Massa- 
chusetts, Michigan, 
Indiana 
Ar- 


kansas, 
Delaware 
Pennsylvania, 
Texas, Wisconsin, Alabama, Ken- 
tucky, New Jersey and New Hamp- 
shire. 


The great purpose here is to re 
voke the absolute power of 
con- 
gress to seize all the income of 
all the citizens and all business 
at any time. 


The amendment 
now 
proposed 
also considers the safety of the sev- 
eral states which are losing sov- 
ereignty as the 
federal 
govern- 


ment, with its enormous demands 
on the earnings of the 
country, 
nevertheless 
taps 
new 
sources, 
leaving less and. less for state tax- 
ation. The federal method 
is to 
grab as much as possible and kick 
back some of it to the states as 
largess from the national govern- 
ment. 


Senators, 
congressmen, 
gover- 
nors and 
other 
state 
political 
bosses boast to the voters of the 
amounts which they have 
whee- 
dled out of Washington. They forget, 
to add, however, that if the federal 
government didn't hog the sources 
of revenue which rightfully belong 
to the states, the states wouldn't 
need federal handouts. They forget 
o add, also, that only those who 
appease the federal administration 
n its expansion are able to deliver 
he handouts. 


In this connection, tiie 
Ameri- 
an Taxpayers' association, a non- 
rofit society which has promoted 
he new amendment in most cases 
o date, quotes from the wisdom 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. 


When he was governor of New 
fork, 
Roosevelt 
complained 
as 
ollows: "This very week, I have 
ccommerided to 
the 
legislature 


our sources of additional revenue. 
Neither I nor the legislature 
has 


ny knowledge whether the federal 
government, 
a 
month 
or 
two 
lence, may or may not 
impose 
axes on these same sources. 
If 


tie state were to allocate new tax 
ources to the cities, counties and 
owns, the whole system could be 
estroyed by a sudden taxing of 
hese same sources by 
Washing- 
on." 


During his long reign. Roosevelt 
eversed himself not only by high- 
r federal taxes from new sources, 
vhich thus 
were lost to 
the 
tates, but by a systematic 
dis- 
aragement of the integrity 
and 
mportance of the states. 
The Marxian socialistic society 


called Americans for Democratic 
Action, now argues vigorously that 
he states should abandon their 
dentity and powers to the feder- 
il government. A.D.A. even argues 
hat the United 
States 
in turn 


should dissolve into a vast new 
•vorld of the future. The form of 
;overnment 
of 
this new 
unity 


vould be that of Soviet Russia for 
he first few aeons. 


The totality of the congressional 


)o.wer over all the income of all 
he people and all their corporate 
and mutual 
activities, 
including 
:ven church revenues, 
has 
not 
)een appreciated. Individuals con- 
"ronted with the fact that they have 
absolutely no constitutional 
right 
o retain any of their 
earnings 
lave been shocked and at first 
ncreduous. Nevertheless, the 16th 
amendment, by its failure to set 
my limit on the 
income taxes, 


plainly holds that 
the 
American 


citizen is a slave to congress. The 
sortion of earnings which the citi- 
zen retains after he pays his in- 
come tax is his by the generosity 
if congress, not by right because 
ic earned it. Congress can take it 
Ul. Congress is the master. Only 
:onstitutional limitation can free 
he citizen. It is strange that the 
people were not alarmed by the 
absolute disaster to them which 
his amendmentimposPd by stealth, 
jut they were not. They actually 
:ook 
no interest whatever. 
The 
m e t h o d of amendment 


chosen here is laborious and might 
take a long time. Even after two 
thirds of the legislatures, or 32, 
lave requested congress to 
start 
things going, the proposed 
new 
amendment must go back over the 
A'eary round of 
the states 
and 
must be approved by 36, or three- 
fourths of them. However, there is 
no lime limit in the present meth- 
od and this means that unlike some 
other proposals, the 25 per cent
